"Your Holineſs cannot think we will believe, that he was offenſive onely to 
Heretics by the name of Heretics, for then he had not taken away thoſe Towns 
from his Brother of Spain, which he would no doubt have done if they had' been 
his Father's, as you call your ſelf. But now in requiral of Your Holinels's Re- 
ception into this Military Renown, you are pleaſed to adopt that King into your 


Theological Capacity, by imputing unto him a Celeſtial Knowledge of that ' 


' which 1s not to be found in Divinity nor Reaſon, namely, That Kingdoms are 
founded upon the truth of the Orthodox Faith. 

.Now the Poſition is a Paralogiſm, and not altogether falſe intermings , for 
though Kingdoms be founded otherwile, yet in ſome ſence Chriſtian Kingdoms 
may be ſaid to be ſo founded, and you do not fay, Kingdoms in general are nog 
otherwiſe founded.

This therefore, beſides that there L not one word of Scripture for 1t,-our 
- Saviour toridew werbss* diſclaims,” My kingdom v not of this erid, theryfore my 
Servants do not fight. | Befides that he hath-done the fame by notorious infer- 
ence ; for ſince Peace of all chings was his Legacy, (wy Peace, not my Love, 
' my Juſtice, my Mercy, my Patienge, &c. but 2y peace 7 give wnto you; ) either 
' this was to the Apoſtles onely, or to the Church 1n general. If the firſt, then 
._ Your Holineſs is puntually forbidden to take or joyn your {elf tothe Sword” in 
any manner, at leaſt Offenſive: ' If the later, (which I rather think to be intend- 
ed) then a King being a Member of that Church, chough he muſt fight to defend 
his own, and may impugn a profeft Enemy, he muſt not violently invade the 
Dominions of others that live quietly by him; for ſo you will abſolyea Chriſti- 
an King from all Chriſtian Duty, not onely of-Peace but Juſtice, which is moſt 
properly exerciſed in reſpe& of other Princes, for that the unequal Converſation 
of a King with his own People is not fo capable of the Evidences of Religious 
Vertues. _ | : hs

If Kingdoms are of right onely founded on the Truth of the Orthodox Faith, 
then what ſhall we fay of all thoſe Heathen Dominions,' that during the Hiſto 
of the Bible, and ever ſince, haveenjoyed long and flouriſhing Durations,under 
the preſervation of excellent Poljtick Laws, and Principles of Humanity and 
Society, to which Dominions not onely their own Subjects, but the Qrthodox 
People of God (if happening under them) were required to yield their Obedi- 
ence, (ſalv4 relig!one.) | : Us ED et 
Shall-we part the World, the Fleſh, and the Devil 2 Or ſhall we deny togive 
each itsdue s Shall they who expe an everlaſting Kingdom, (and that for 'the 
Gakeofdoing Juſtice) not onely be guilty of,, but profeſs ſuch Emphatical Inj- - 
. -quity, aSto ſnatch away from the' poor Reprobate. World, the contemptible 
 Boonofa Momentany Dominion. It was a far milder injury than thisin Ns- 
' r7hax's Parable, that awakened the indignation of Juſtice in King David to the 
ſevereſt Sentence. "5s ; = 
Man by the name of Man had Dominion-given him over the Earth, and the 
Furniture thereof; and after he fell, that is, after he ceaſed to be Orthodox, 
retained yet ſtill by the name of Man the Right of Dominion, Now this natu- 
ral Dominion muſt needs import thar Politick Dominion about which we con- 
tend, becauſe without that it is impoſlible to enjoy this, as every mans Experi- 
ence and Obſervation muſt needs ſuggeſt. _ ks 
But if Dominion be its right, then till that is obtained Fighting for it is its 
right. Now, is this right of Fighting underſtood as an evil or a good to thoſe 
of the Orthodox Faith: I ſuppoſe it is not intended by Your Holineſs as an 
_ evil ; for though the Church muſt bear, ſhe 1s not to prepare her Croſs. ' If then 
 1t be underſtood as a good, then ſhew me the man (except the ambitious Prince 
and the re Comrade) that doth not eſteem it the moſt unhappy life 
rhat is ſpent in War. War ! itis one of God's great Judgments, equivalent to 
Plague and Famine , that which all mankind by natural inſtin& do ſhun and 
dread. And is this the perpetual lot of the Elect by rhe name of a Right? For 
this War, by the nature of the Poſition, muſt never haye an end till the whole 
-World be conquered, for the ſame reaſon that it muſt begin, But ſuppoſing the 
whole World to be conquered, - then ſtill as to the generality of men, after that 
dear-bought Univerſality, who will be the better: Man will have but the 
whole World, and ſo he hath now. 
- But again if this be ſo, then ſince all the Perſuaſions do hold themſelves Or- 
thodox , (for no man will profeſs a Religion, and ſay it 1s falſe.) tt is very likely 
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 'this Principle will be one-Ingredienr of all theirReligions, and ſo all parts of the 
_ Univerſe; by a certaih —— of fighting ifor their own, will be moving

- As for the putting Saints out ofthe Temple, if your Auchority be not good, 
(a5 Tſhallſhew preſently) thereare no ſuch Saints; - then as'to the condemning 
the Forefathers, if you mean thoſe we commonly call the Fathers, we deny it ? 
We approveevery word of every one, bur all that ſay as you ſay we deny to be 
FacheSBur chequeſtion of the Fathers is not rightly taken by ſome, for they 
ſpake nothing of any point as if it were in controverlie, for it was not then, If 
you meag the Popes, then to their and your Authority we ſay thus i 
' 1. The whole Difference betwixt yau and us depends upon the Authoritys of 
the Pope, (at leaſt that is the grand Controverſie.) 2. That Authority depends 
upon his. $ucceilion to S. Peter, 3, The Virtue of that Succeſſion depends upon 
three things in conjunction, v2, S, Peter's being Univerſal Biſhop, his ſicting at 
Rome in that capacity, and his Authority for both, (for if he fate at Rome, and 
were not Univerſal, you are not Univerſal; if he were Univerſal, and fate not 
at Rome, you are not his Succeſſor ; if he had no Authority, acither have you.) 
4- This Authority of the Pope is Matter of Faith, or equivaleattoir; (for you 
ſay, To be out of the Church is damnable, and to deny the Popes Authority is to 
be out of the Church.) 5. This great Matter of Faith is built upon rheſe three 
things, two of which are Matter of Fact, and the other Interpretation of Scrip- 
ture. 6. That upon which Matter of Faith depends, ought to be as certain as 
the Faith ought to be ſtedfaſt : then if thoſe three things. are fo certain, ſhew 
me the Evidence, which Irequire to be as plain as that whereby we know 
Chriſt was the Mefſias, becauſe it is to ſupport a point of Faith, the want of 
which you make Ions as the want ofthat. And now in this caſe Your 
Holinebs is prevented of the uſe of your Archimedes's Engine, (having nd where 
to ftznd' while you uſe it) viz. The Pope faith {o, therefore it is true. - For the 
queſtion is, not whether the Pope ſay ſo, but whether it be rtue becauſe the 
Pope ſaith ſo, $0 that this muſt. be previouſly proved to ground his Credit 
upon. Do not miſtake the E/enchws, rhe Diſpute is not of S; Peter's bein 
Univerſal Biſhop, or ſitting at Rowe, nor of his Authority ſo to do ; bur of ſuc 
a Certainty.of theſe things as Faith requires, We are not ſure that S. Peter was 


'not ſo, and did not ſo, and had not fo ;- but we are ſure that we cannot be ſure 


he was ſo, and did {o, and had o: and lo long no man can be required to aſcribe 
this Authority to the Pope. Take by the way but Belarmine's firit Argument 
to prove that he was at Rome Biſhop or no Biſhop : 5. Peter (faith he) iz his Epiſtle 
writeth thus, The Charch «t Babylon ſalute you ; which Babylon is figuratively Rome : 
A proper baſis to build Faith upon, Iam confident that he himſelf did not rake 
either this or any other he uſeth to be ſo, 1 TT

' The Cale is. ags the fame; forwe believe there is a God before we come to' - 
* the Athanaſian Creed , (and.do.alfo' naturally ſuppoſe great: things in'that 
God) and then from that learn' the mapner od nature of his Being; which 
then we have noreaſon to disbelieve, unleſs we know any thing mote likely - 
to be true, or any thing that were likely to make that falſe; and-no'man is 
bound to believe any.more of this than he: underſtands. Bur that there is a 
God in general gvery one is bound &'believez-bvrnow 1n this caſe wedo not 
firſt -beheve a Pape, .andthen come to: this dark Analogy, to learn the Nature 
of his Office. - But we-come to this; to learn that there is ſuch.a thing as a Pope, 
(it being all the! way that he is to'be-proved;) which therefore ſince you make 
io neeef{ary, ought to. be depending upon e cammon Teſtimony. To conclude 
then, hethat cannot find Evidence for the Matters of Fact aforeſaid, and a cer- 
tain Rule for rhis Jpterpretation, mult not be a Papiſt ; and he'that can,deſerves 


tobe a Pope.
